(A drop on 
the inside of the wrist should 
feel warm but not hot at this 
temperature). Stir in the borax 
if used. Stir fat occasionally to 
prevent crystals forming. Dis- 
solve lye in water and cool to 
lukewarm, Pour lye solution in- 
to fat slowly in a thin ateady 
stream with slow even stirring. 
Continue stirring 10 to ¥9 min- 
utes until soap is like honey. 
Pouring lye too fast or stirring 
vigorously will separate the in- 
uredients. If the soap is 
thick enough in half an hour 
and has grease on top act the 
container in cool water and stir. 
Pour into moulds, cover, and 
keep warm for 24 hours,

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OUR HALF ACRE 
By H. J. Umbrite 
Barley For Weed Control 


At the recent Dominion Pro- 
conference 
it was decided that an effort be 
made to increase livestock pro- 
duction. If livestock production 
is to be increased, then the ac- 
reage sown course grains 
must also be increased, If the 
acreage sown to course grain is 
to be increased then the acre- 
age sown to wheat must be re- 
duced. This can only be brought 
about by making the 
from barley, comparable to th: 
return from wheat. They pro- 
pose to do this by paying an ac- 
reage bonus on land that is 
seeded to barley, 

Farmers who have a wild oat 
or Canada thistle problem are 
well advised to sced infested 
land to an early maturing bar- 
ley, such as Olli. If Olli barley 
is used for controlling Canada 
thistle it should be seeded 
the early spring at a heavy rate, 
two to two and a half bushels 
per acre and if possible with 
fertilizer. The crop should be 
ready for harvest by yAugust 1, 
hefore the Canada thistle that
